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1. According to information recetvat vy the Chinese Communists, the Nationalists, 
if they launch an attack on South China, will lani in two places on the 
Kwangtung coast. The nrincival forces will be directed at the Swatow-Ch'acan 
area and the secondary attack at the Pearl River Delta. 


Z. The South China Bureau has decided on the following plan* to counter a 
Nationalist offensive: 


a. The first line of defense is drown through Swatow and Chungshan. Along 
thia line three bases are astablished: the Swatow bese, which commands 
the Ch'acan-Swatow area; the Buiyang (113-26, 23-05) base, which 
commands the xast River area; ani the Chungshan base, which commanis 
the Pearl River area. 


b. The second line of defense ig from Hsingning (115-49, 24-04) and Methsien 
(116-13, 2418) to the borders of Kvanetumg ant Kianegs4. Along this 
line three bases are est-blished: the Meihsten base, which commands 
Igingning and Meihsten; the Wengyuan (113-48, 24-30) base, which commands 
Vengyuan and Yinete (113-21, 24-12); and the Nanhsiung (114-17, 25-13) 
vase, which commands Nanhung** and Iungmen**. 


c. The third line of defense is drawn through Ch'uchtang (113-33, 2h--50), 
Loch'ang (113-18, 25-08), Lienhsien (112-26, 24-7) and Liennan***, 
with command headqu-rters at Ch'uchiang. 


3. If the South China coast is lost, the Chinese ‘omrunists will anply guerrilla 
tactics in the mountains to absorb the enemy’?s forces ani orerent him from 
advancing into Central China. 


MO. =Another line called the Lingnan defense line is vlanried. It starts from 
Sheureikuan**** and Meiling (114-27, 2°58), passing by Peishun****, Nanhune****, 
Buch'i, Yinhua**** and ends at Juch'eng (113-1, 25-36), in Hunan. At 
atrategic points such as Shaumeikuan, Fuch!4***4#* Pet shihlung**** and 
Houtgutung (11620, 2he2), fortifications hnve been established. 


5. Immlementation of the Kwangtung defense vlan was to begin on 15 Februcry 1991. 
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
